[Text] On the afternoon of 7 March, Liu Peng, president of the Provincial 
People's High Court, gave a report on the work of the law courts at the 
second plenary meeting of the fourth session of the Fifth Provincial People's 
Congress. 


Liu Peng first of all reported on the work of the law courts during the last 
year. He said that our provincial law courts of all levels worked under the 
guidance and supervision of the People's Supreme Court, the provincial party 
committee and the standing committee of the Provincial People's Congress and 
in close cooperation with the public security and procuratorial organizations, 
so as to continue the work of rectifying public security. They struck a blow 
at the current centers of crime, vigorously launched various judicial 
activities and disposed of a large number of criminal and civil cases as well 
as a series of cases concerning the economy. They punished criminal elements 
and protected the interests of the people with the aim of maintaining public 
security, promoting stability and unity, guaranteeing the readjustment of the 
national economy and the smooth progress of the four modernization projects, 
and thus brought into full play the functional effectiveness of judicial 
action. 


Liu Peng went on to discuss in detail the tasks for 1982. He said that in 
this new year the people's courts at all levels throughout our province 

shall implement conscientiously the spirit of the directives issued by the 

CCP Central Committee and the provincial party committee, shall strictly 
enforce the laws and decrees of our country and do excellent work in the 

great variety of judicial work, punish all criminal elements, justly reso. ve 
the economic and civil disputes, consolidate and develop the overall political 
state of stability and unity, and guarantee the smooth progress of our two 
projects for the construction of our civilization. 














He said that it is the primary and major task of people's courts at all levels 
to resolutely attack all counterrevolutionary and other serious criminal 
activities and strive with great effort to effect a distinct improvement in 
our public security. We shall resolutely attack and break up the remnant 
forces of the Lin Biao-Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques. We shall 
resolutely attack and break up all counterrevolutionary elements who are intent 
on destroying our socialist construction and our state of stability and unity. 
We shall resolutely attack, be on guard against and curb all other kinds of 
criminal cases and activities, resolutely attack large-scale smuggling and 
illicit sales of smuggled goods occurring in the economic field, as well as 
speculating and profiteering, active and passive bribery and corruption in 
office.

President Liu Peng said that presently the judicial work of handling civil 
cases fulfills a very important mission. The successfulness of handling civil 
cases will directly affect the stability of our society and the solidarity 
among the people. Civil cases that are not dealt with promptly and properly 
may degenerate into conflicts and possibly lead to criminal acts. People's 
courts at all ievels must therefore most definitely and decidedly exercise 
stronger leadership and make a success of the way they handle civil cases.

CHIEF OF STAFF DISCUSSES REGULARIZATION OF PLA

and trades. The more advanced and scientific weapons and equipment become, 
the more we must stress regularization. The mistaken view that regulariza- 
tion is formalism must be corrected. Under given conditions, the degree of 
regularization is a measure of a unit's military and political quality, an 
important indicator of its combat style, and an expression of combat effec- 
tiveness. Our army already has a fairly good foundation for its regulariza- 
tion; there are unified provisions for command, system, authorized strength, 
discipline, and training. Based on new situations and new problems, we must 
additionally formulate some new rules and regulations. At present the key is 
to do things strictly according to rules and regulations, with high standards 
and strict demands; to establish a regular order in work, study, and life; and 
through duties in military an’ political training and combat readiness and 
through daily work, to get a firm grip on cultivation and education, and per- 
severe in them. Leading cadres and organizations at all levels must play an 
exemplary role, being strict with themselves, putting their own affairs in 
order first, having each level take care of itself, and placing responsibility 
according to level. They must, through strict management of the units, stress 
obedience to orders and adherence to discipline; maintain the strictness pro- 
vided by the system; correct la“ness, indiscipline, and negligence; and also, 
fully displaying the power of political and ideological work, they must avoid 
rigidity and coarseness. We must also gradually reform the system of organi- 
zation and establishment, the work systems and methods that do not suit regu- 
larization, "reducing the swelling” and "paring the fat," simplifying the 
administrative structure; in a planned and measured way, reduce or remove 
nonmilitary conditions; and according to the demand for a highly trained, 
efficient, and upgraded combat effectiveness, we must scientifically organize 
the organizations and units into groups.

UNIT LEARNS STRENGTHS, WEAKNESSES OF NIGHT-VISION EQUIPMENT

[Text] On a night in which the moon was dark and the stars were few, a certain 
unit of the Lanzhou Units carried out a military demonstration of the use of 
night-vision equipment in combat. Set up side by side on the viewing platform 
were an infrared night-vision instrument, a microphoto [1792 0342] night-vision 
instrument, a microphoto television instrument and other night-vision equipment, 
on the the fluorescent screens of which ridges, clumps of grass, and individual 
soldiers up to 700 or 800 meters away could be seen as if it were daylight. 


When the demonstration began, three fighters in military attire were standing 
100 meters to the front, indicating their position. Suddenly they vanished. 
The microphoto television instrument continuously scanned but did not discover 
a trace of them. Just as everyone was perplexed, over the audio amplifier 

came the voice of a guide: "They have now entered our front, 80 meters...50 
meters...30 meters...."" Suddenly a searchlight shone, and everybody saw that 
these fighters had donned mottled camouflage clothing that was the same color 
as the background and, carrying well-camouflaged weapons, had made use of the 
surface features of the terrain to crawl forward. The searchlight was turned 
off, and the fighters again disappeared undér the curta‘n of night. 


Subsequently, specialized service arms--machinegun, artillery, antichemical 
warfare, and motor vehicle--also separately carried out nighttime enemy- 
approaching movements, probing the new topic of night warfare under modern 
conditions. 


Who would have thought that 5 months before they would have been at a loss as 
to what to do with these modern "night owl eyes!" That was also a pitch-dark 
night. The Fourth Squad of the Second Company was carrying out a war game 
exercise against the “night owl eyes," but when it entered the attack start- 
ing position, it was discovered by the night-vision equipment. Remaining un- 
convinced, the fighters changed uniforms, but they were still seen by the 
"night owl eyes." 


From this time on, the cadres and fighters realized that the enemy's night- 
vision equipment is an achievement of modern science and that for us to engage 








in combat against this equipment we must study it with a scientific attitude 

and reform our past training methcds. The unit's party committee first of all 
organized everybody to acquire knowledge pertaining to night-vision equipment 
and asked spe:ialists in the scientific research department to give lectures, 

so that the fighters fully understood, from a theoretical standpoint, the 
strengths and weaknesses of night-vision equipment. Then, with all kinds of 
night-vision equipment, the unit carried out conscientious separate tests of 

the equipment's efficacy in observing in’ ividual soldiers, individual vehi- 
cles, and individual artillery pieces during tactical training from the fendui 
level up to the battalion and regiment level under different weather conditions~-- 
clear night, rainy night, moonlit night, and starry night--and on different 
terrain--mountainous land, rivers, hills, forest land, ground with tall plants, 
and open ground. Through practice everybody saw that, to a certain degree, 
night-vision equipment really made up for the lack of visibility in the 

darkness of night and added to the difficulties of night combat. But there 

are many weak points in the equipment, e.g., a large blind angle, a narrow 

field cf vision, a short effective range, and the great effect of terrain, 
weather, light rays, and smokescreens, so that the equipment cannot fundamentally 
change the natural darkness of night. 


After the fighters understood the properties of night-vision equipment and 
mastered the laws of its use, they adopted positive measures to deal with the 
equipment. They made use of: all kinds of camouflage tc baffle the other 
side, the terrain's surface features to conceal their movement, bad weather 
to suddenly launch an attack, and bright lights to blind the night-vision 
equipment.... By employing these measures, the unit attained its goal of 
securing advantage and avoiding disadvantage, thereby seizing the initiative 
in night combat.

SNOW, ICE EFFECTS ON TANK MOVEMENT DISCUSSED

of Ice and Snow"] 


[Text] People often use the term “goosefeather flakes" to describe the white- 
ness and softness of snow. Actually, this pure-white, soft snow, when it 
accumulates to a certain thickness, can block moving vehicles and can even lift 
up a tank weighing several tens of tons. When tanks are moving in an area that 
gets a lot of snow, this effect must not be overlooked. 


The main effects of a world of ice and snow on tanks are: 


Lifting up the tank's underside. When a tank is driven along a road surface 
where the snow accumulation is fairly deep, if the snow depth is double the 
height between the surface and the tank's underside, the underside will be 
lifted up by the snow, causing the tracks to slip, and the tank will be unable 
to move forward. If the surface is covered with old frozen snow, this effect 
is even more pronounced. So, the depth of the snow should be estimated and 
the excess thickness removed. 


Crosswise slide. When a tank is on a road surface where snow has accumulated, 
particularly on a road where the snow has already been packed down, because 
the track's traction power on the road is lessened, the tank track's crosswise 
drag is reduced and the tank can easily slide crosswise. If the tank is tra- 
versing an inclined road surface covered with frozen snow, the tank is even 
more likely to slide. In this situation, attention must be given to control- 
ling the tank's speed, and it is not advisable to brake sharply. The method 
of putting down several track planks can be used to increase friction drag. 


Tank pitfalls. After a snowfall, the terrain's landform undergoes a fairly 
big change, and on the surface the country may look flat when in reality it 
conceals "pitfalls." When a tank moves crosscountry, if there is the least 
inattention, the tank may encounter a "pitfall." When conditions permit, a 
road survey should be made and preparations taken to avoid difficulty. 


Everything is a case of “one divides into two." in a severe winter, rivers 
freeze over and deep chasms are turned into thoroughfares, giving tanks advan- 
tageous conditions to cross natural protective barriers. Before a tank crosses

a frozen river, the temperature and the thickness of the ice layer must be 
measured, and, based on the tank type, a suitably thick layer of ice chosen. 
Close to the thaw season, the texture of the ice layer loosens, and leeway 
must be allowed in choosing a thickness.

PLA UNIT GAINS EXPERIENCE IN LARGE-SCALE TANK OPERATIONS

[Text] Like clouds of iron, the war chariots roll. A tank war game exercise 
on a relatively large scale is in full swing. The "Blue Army" tank force, with 
the tactical features of broad front, great depth, high speed, and many waves, 
moves steadily forward. The "Red Army" tank force, after making full prepara- 
tions, at an opportune moment and on advantageous terrain counterattacks 
powerfully. 


Large-scale tank operations are an important feature of modern warfare. Because 
of the quantitative and qualitative gap between the enemy's tanks and ours, the 
study of how, during attacks and counterattacks between massed tanks, inferior 
equipment can triumph over superior equipment was one of the important topics 

in the exercise. 


The officers and men of the units taking part in the war exercise pooled the 
wisdom and efforts of everyone, made bold explorations, and summed up the ex- 
periences of each exercise, thereby making steady improvement. With regard to 
assault movements, in order to give expression to the tanks’ first-attack 
shock power, they increased tank density in the main breakthrough sector, and, 
under cover of powerful air and artillery firepower, advanced wave after wave, 
in successive attacks. With regard to battle formations, they employed a mul- 
tiroute, multiwave formation, stressing rapid attack. With regard to tactical 
methods, in order to give expression to the tactical doctrine of making bold 
and powerful penetrations, making bold outflanking movements, and cutting up, 
surrounding and annihilating the enemy, after the attack was launched, they 
ordered the tank force to make swift, violent attacks, both hitting the enemy 
and penetrating, rapidly cutting him up, and with decisive movements in depth, 
disrupting the other side's deployment. 


In a war game exercise, each unit, focusing on its weak links, gets a firm 
grip on training in basic movements, repeatedly practicing the first echelon's 
breakthrough and deep thrust, and the second echelon's joining in the battle. 
In armored forces' operations, there is great mobility, and at times they can 
fight in isolation and under difficult conditions. With this point in mind, 
they have a tenacious spirit of consciously tempering the unit and giving it 
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a suitable capacity for field operations. Through several months of repeated 
training exercises, this unit has accumulated initial experience in large- 
scale tank operations.

NEW SIMULATION EQUIPMENT USED IN TRAINING DESCRIBED

[Text] Research on and use of training simulation equipment is one important 
way to improve the quality of training and education. The features of these 
pieces of equipment are that the simulation is lifelike, the images are audio- 
visual, and they are economically practical. Practice has shown that the use 
of simulation equipment in training can reduce the wear and tear on weapons 
and equipment and save on costs, and can also shorten training time and im- 
prove training results.

l. The "hydraulic-pressure moving deck gun," developed and built by Naval 
Factory 101, simulates a deck gun emplacement rocked by waves, by which 
the gunner fixes on his target and aims his fire with an external bore 
cannon or a laser cannon, thereby changing the past situation in which 
this kind of training could only be carried out at sea. 


2. A certain model of an “aircraft firing simulator," developed and built by 
the Air Force Military Training Equipment Plant, simulates multidirectional 
level straightline attacks by an aircraft on a target in the air. The 
simulator's sensitivity in operation as well as the movements of the enemy's 
aircraft and ours are relatively lifelike. Hits are indicated by flashing 
dots. 


3. The “motor vehicle driving simulator," developed and built by General Staff 
Research Institute No 60, is used in basic training for driving motor 
vehicles. It simulates starting, steering, changing gears, and braking 
a Liberation-model motor vehicle. A mistake in operating the vehicle is 
indicated on a monitor, and when there is a violation of operating instruc- 
tions that could cause an accident, an alarm is sounded. 


4. The “motion picture-type antiaircraft firing simulator," developed and 
built by an artillery unit and Factory 6019, uses a combination of motion 
picture and slide projection to project on a screen the terrain background 
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protecting targets, targets in the air, and traces of fired projectiles, 
thereby creating conditions for training commanders in fire command. 


The “infantry fendui tactical training simulator," developed and built by 
the Beijing Units, in accordance with current situations, can by remote 
control indicate individual soldier and tank targets, as well as firing 
points, burst points, sounds, the firing of signal flares, and smokescreens, 
thereby improving the fendui's capability to observe, judge, and deal with 
tactical situations. 


In the “antiaircraft gun ‘sky-aiming ground-hitting' firing simulator," a 
successful innovation of deputy regiment commander Wang Hong [3769 3163], 
while the cannons aim at the sky the machineguns fire at ground targets, 
thereby solving the previous problem when it was hard to select and incon- 
venient to inspect the accuracy of firing aimed at a site from which fir- 
ing was directed into the sky. 


The "82mm recoilless rifle simulated shell," developed and built by the 
Wuhan Units, closely simulates a live shell; it conforms to the firing 
table, is safe to fire, has good accuracy, bounces when it hits the ground 
and emits smoke and light, is easy to observe, and can be reused many times. 


The "Type 71 rocket mine-laying simulated projectile," developed and built 
by the Nanjing Units and Factory 1103, simulates the whole process of 
ignition, flight, separation, and scatter when the projectile is launched. 
It is closely similar to a live shell and can be used again and again.

ARTICLE URGES DEVELOPMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES

[Article by Wang Kang [3769 1660], Director of the China Human 
Resources Institute: “The Primary Task at Present is Research on 
Human Resources" | 


[Text ] Our party has always valued cadre training and human re- 
sources development and has seen them as a basic task in party 
building and national construction. Since the Third Plenum of 
the Eleventh Party Congress, with the implementation of the 
policy on intellectuals andothe@ polici s as well, there has been 
a new atmosphere of successive generations of fresh talent ap- 
pearing on all battlefronts. Construction of the four moderniza- 
tions requires great quantities of human resources and requires 
the founding of a generation of new people. Human resources re- 
search and the study swf human resources have emerged in response 
to the demands of the new historical conditions. In October of 
1979, the preliminary group of a human resources institute was 
established in Beijing. Over the past several years, this pre- 
liminary group has accomplished great amounts of work. It has 
conducted academic discussions, convened human resources conferen- 
ces, promoted the discussion and the publicizing of self-study 
materials, and started the two publications REN CAI LHUMAN RE- 
SOURCES ]and CHOU XIAOYA [THE UGLY DUCKLING]. The China Human Re- 
sources Institute was recently established and many local human 
resource study groups were also established. A great many per- 
sonnel and organizational work cadres have joined the human re- 
source research units. These units have already begun to take 
shape. Human resource research is both necessary and has the po- 
tential for making great progress. 


Human resources research is multi-faceted. Inquiries should be 
made from the aspect of academic theories and studies must be 
made of real issues in human resources. It is necessary to absorb 
and learn from foreign research results, and we must also gather 
and study the material on human resources thought and systems 
found in Chinese history. However, several points must be clari- 
fied. What should function as the focal point of modern re- 
search work in human resources? What is the first task to be 
accomplished? My view is that the focal point should be the study 
of the realization of human resources. This also is the first 
task to be accomplished. 
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More and more, people are becoming aware of the urgency and inm- 
portance of the issue of human resources. On January 10th of this 
year, the GUANGMING RIBAO published an article titled "The Urzen- 
cy of the Issues in Human Resources,” and on February 24th initi- 
ated a discussion focusing on the topics of the development of 
the intellect and the development of human resources. This dis- 
cussion has already received a broad response in society, which 
thoroughly demonstrates the importance placed on this issue by 
the broad cadres and the masses. Because of the great differences 
and the contradictions between the requirements of the four mod- 
ernizations and the real conditions in human resources, and be- 
Cause some places and some departments have not yet erradicated 
their leftist ideology on the issues in human resources, there 
still are numerous shortcomings and errors in the actual work and 
there moreover are gaps in some systems concerning human resources. 
Consequently, in the current employment, development and manage- 
ment of human resources, there are a number of problems which 
urgently require study and solutions. If these problems are not 
solved it will be impossible to fully utilize the positive fea- 
tures of human resources and it will be impossible for human re- 
sources to quickly grow and come to the fore. Our workers in hu- 
man resources research ought to take up the task of solving these 
problems, investigate all sorts of issues in the area of human 
resources and make suitable and realistic suggestions in order to 
provide the policies, principles and actions formulated by the 
party and the state with a scientific basis. In the study of hu- 
man resources, theoretical inquiries naturally are an important 
part, so the theoretical workers should take positive actions 
and make great efforts. At the same time, the comrades perform- 
ing the actual work should eagerly study and enthusiastically 
take part in the inquiries into academic theory in order to pro- 
vide themselves with a theoretical foundation. However, our aca- 
demic theories servethe purpose of providing better explanations 
and solutions for the real issues which are not prominent in the 
field of human resources. This is to say that the inquiries into 
and the establishment of human resources studies must follow the 
principle of integrating theory with practice. This is because it 
is only by proceeding from construction of socialist moderniza- 
tion in China under the leadership of Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong 
Thought to study the issues in human resources and discover the 
roverning laws that we can establish a department of human re- 
sources studies which suits China's needs. 


The issues in human resources studies impinge upon a broad area 
and there is an abundance of materials. Which issues should we 
focus on? 


1. The Study of the Distribution of Human Resources and the Study 
of the Circulation of Human Resources 
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Our national economy is now undergoing adjustments, and adjust- 
ments should also be made in the distribution and utilization of 
human resources, especially in the distribution and utilization 
of scientific and technical human resources. Throughout China 
there now is a serious shortage of scientific and technical human 
resources, and there also is a very irrational distribution pat- 
tern. According to statistics in 1980, light industry had a pro- 
duction value which was 46.9 percent of the national total pro- 
duction value for industry, and the total of scientific and 
technical personnel in light industry was 15.5 percent of all 
scientific and technical personnel in all industrial departments. 
Although there are many departments in light industry, scientific 
and technical personnel are only about one tenth of all staff and 
workers. Such conditions are not suitable for the policy of 
strong development of consumer goods production. In addition to 
the irrational distribution of scientific and technical personnel 
in light and heavy industry, there also is an irrational distri- 
bution of scientific and technical personnel in the large cities 
and in medium and small cities and in the coastal regions and the 
border provinces and border prefectures. What is the current 
Situation in the circulation of scientific and technical person- 
nel? What policies and actions should be taken to rectify the 
Situation? How can we encourage and support reasonable circula- 
tion and prevent unreasonable circulation? These issues are all 
worthy of study. 


2. The Study of Economic Management and Enterprise Managment and 
the Study of the Development and Utilization of Human Resources 


Construction of the four modernizations requires great quantities 
of superior human resources for economic managment and enterprise 
management. This was precisely the case in the Soviet Union in 
1926, when, in connection with large-scale industrial construc- 
tion, Stalin said: "We cannot even take a single step without 
such human resources!” This is especially true for our new road 
of future economic development which emphasizes reform of the 
extant enterprises and depends upon improving economic efficiency 
of extant industries. There is an even more urgent need to pro- 
mote and develop human resources for economic management and 
enterprise management. 


During the 1950s, the party and the state transferred a great 
many young cadres to various technical schools and to schools a- 
broad to study science and technology and management, and then 
set them to work in economic departments and enterprises. The 
majority of them have now become knowledgeable leading cadres in 
their departments. Unfortunately, this important practice was 
later discontinued. What was even more discouraging was that fre- 
quent political movements and the ten Years of chaos also result- 
ed in attacks on and damage to a great many of the management hu- 
man resources in the economic departments and the enterprises, 
and consequently resulted in the present condition of having even 
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fewer management human resources than scientific and technical hu- 
man resources. Such conditions cannot continue. How we are to 
conduct large-scale promotion, development and correct utiliza- 
tion of economic management and enterprise management,human re- 
sources has already become an urgent major issue which will re- 
quire a large-scale struggle. I believe that this issue should 

be investigated from both the macro and micro perspectives. This 
means that we must investigate these superior management human 
resources in terms of their necessary qualities and requirements 
(both morals and abilities), that we must investigate the intel- 
lectual structure, the knowledge structure and the laws of the 
maturation of talent, that we must investigate the principles and 
policies involved in the management, utilization and development 
or human resources. For example, how to develop systemization, 
how to carry out educational reforms to speed up the development 
of human resources, how to integrate simplification of the 
administrative structure with cadre training in rotation and de- 
ve’op many mature cadres well versed in administrative skills 

into economic management and enterprise management human re- 
sources, and so on. 


Besides these, we also must strengthen research on the human re- 
sources issues in scientific and technical management. The de- 
velopment of modern science and technology makes greater demands 
on management work. Even scientific and technical personnel with 
excellent backgrounds in scientific research have difficulty 
achieving success if they lack human resources skills in scien- 
tific and technical management. 


3. Conditions in Research in Scientific and Technical Human Re- 
sources, Especially in Agricultural Science and Technology 


The party is highly conscious of and concerned about scientific 
and technical human resources. However, in many departments and 
areas, because the party's policy on intellectuals has not been 
properly implemented and because of the limitations of national 
economic conditions, the present utilization, development and 
management of scientific and technical personnel as well as their 
working and living conditions, still face many problems and 
difficulties, especially the serious problem of middle-aged 
scientific and technical personnel. Throughout the nation there 
are about six million various types of scientists and technicians 
and 60 percent of them are middle aged. The great majority of 
them have already become professional cadres in various occupa- 
tions and enterprises and they have the responsibility for deve- 
loping young scientific and technical personnel. They have heavy 
burdens, low income, many household responsibilities and relative- 
Ly inferior working and living conditions. Therefore, the inves- 
tigation of the issues involving scientific and tecnnical human 
resources ought to focus on the middle aged scientific and tech- 
nical personnel. When their problems are clarified we can suggest 
colutions for consideration by the party and government. This 
will stimulate them and encourage the ranks. 
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There are many categories of scientific and technical personnel 
ani they are scattered throughout all occupations and enterprises. 
The issues involving agricultural scientific and technical human 
resources now require special attention. Their present conditions 
are as follows: 1. Their numbers are small. Our rural population 
numbers 800 million persons, but, according to 1980 statistics, 
the number of agricultural scientific and technical personnel 
(including both units in the whole-people ownership system and 
the collective ownership system) stands at about 320,000 persons, 
less than 6 percent of the nation's scientific and technical per- 
sonnel. Throughout the nation, for every 10,000 persons in the 
agricultural population there is an average of only four scien- 
tists and technicians (compared to 18 such persons in Japan). 

2. The quality is not high and there are very few mid and high 
rank scientific and technical personnel. 3. They are not given 
serious consideration in politics. Their working and living con- 
ditions are rather poor, and in comparison with scientific and 
technical personnel in other industries, their wages and bene- 
fits are low and inferior. The consequence is the frequency with 
which they depart from the "agricultural departments.” From 1979 
to 1980, there was a 4.2 percent decline in agricultural scien- 
tific and technical personnel in the units under the whole- 
people ownership system. 4. The countryside urgently needs scien- 
tists and technicians, but a great many of the agricultural vo- 
cational school graduates are not assigned, which results ina 
serious imbalance. 5. In all rural areas, among the returned 
sraduates, rehabilitated soldiers and skilled artisans there are 
a great many scientific and technical personnel who are only 
partially or not at all engaged in production and who are a 

force that should not be underestimated. However, there are 
numerous problems regarding their development, utilization and 
compensation. In short, the problems of agricultural scientific 
and technical personnel are serious and prominent, which is not 
at all suitable for the party's principle of accelerating 
agricultural development. What is encouraging is that some people 
are beginning to pay attention to these problems. Not long ago, 
Nenjiang prefecture in Sichuan province convened a conference on 
rural human resources problems and studied the issues of the 
identification, utilization and development of rural scientific 
and technical human resources and human resources management. The 
conference offered suggestions to the provincial party committee 
and the provincial people's government and also established the 
preliminary group of a special committee to study rural human 
resources. Their experiences are worthy of consideration. 


4. Investigation of Conditions in the Building of Spiritual 
sulture,. 


Ne must build a high degree of socialist spiritual culture, and 
this requires the efforts of many ranks of people to carry out, 
including personnel in ideological and political work and workers 
im journalism, publishing, literature, art, education and physical 
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education. A great many superior human resources have already 
appeared in their midst--new singers, youthful writers and 
artists, teachers of special classification and world class 
premier athletes. However, these ranks must be expanded and new 
levels of excellence must be attained in order to meet the needs 
of building a new era of spiritual culture. Prior to the "Great 
Cultural Revolution,” such heroic models of socialist spiritual 
culture as Lei Feng and Jiao Yulu [3542 5940 4389] emerged to 
educate and stimulate the people with socialist spirit. We now 
need more heroic models like them and we need great amounts of 
human resources to carry out ideological education work ina 
lively fashion under the new conditions. 


5. Study of the Ranks of Human Resources Managers 


The management of human resources in all fields and all enter- 
prises is carried out by the organizational and personnel de- 
partments on all party and government levels. Conditions in the 
ranks of the human resources managers and the level and quality 
of the work performei are of great importance in the growth of 
our human resources. Many of the comrades in the field are now 
Studying theory and policy, acquiring knowledge in science, 
technology and culture, doing professional research, liberating 
their thourcht, taking note of research results, continuously 
studying new conditions and new issues and striving to integrate 
their own experiences with high level theory and policy in order 
to make themselves into a new type of managerial and organiza- 
tional expert. In their midst is a new generation resembling Bo 
Le (legendary horse trainer]. They are superior human resources 
for the management of human resources. They are skilled in car- 
rying out the party's organizational line and policy on intellec- 
tuals, are able to recognize talent, have a predilection for ta- 
lent and the courage to utilize it. However, there are some com- 
rades who view personnel and organizationa? work as incidental 
professional duties and who see themselves and their fellow work- 
ers as "tiger balm--panaceas,” refusing to admit that personnel 
manarement and organizational work are a separate profession and 
so are lacking a new spirit of discovery anda mind for study. 
There are yet other comrades who have not yet cleared their minds 
of leftist ideology and whose thought is fully or semi-ossified. 
Still others are so conservative that they stubbornly hold on to 
old conventions. Consequently, the building of their ranks is an 
issue of extreme importance. We who are involved in human re- 
sources studies must also conduct research of these issues to 
help them properly carry out their work in developing and pro- 
moting human resources and bring forth a new generation resemb- 
ling Bo Le. 


The five points given above should be an intimate part of the 
work of those of us engaged in research on issues in human re- 
sources. In addition, we should continue research on and promo- 
tion of self-study materials and continue to to broaden our 
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approaches. Ae also should integrate our work in institutional 
reforms, the promotion of middle-aged and youthful superior ca- 
dres, the preparation of leadership groups and the selection and 
appointment of those who are good and capable with our studies of 
the collective structure of various different units and organi- 
zational levels; and we should integrate our work of rotating the 
various types of cadres in training with our studies on the in- 
tellectual renewal of human resources and in lifeling learning 
systems. 


In carrying out work on human resources issues we ought to adhere 
to correct principles of Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought in 
carrying out research, must uphold the four basic principles and 
moreover must liberate our thinking and dare to make reforms. In 
this regard, the Party Central Committee has provided a model: it 
recently has taken decisive actions to implement institutional 
reforms, formulate a retirement and furlough system for old ca- 
ires and eliminate the de facto lifetime employment system for 
old cadres. This broadens the horizons for the speedy growth of 
the youthful and middle-aged cadres and all types of human re- 
sources. Certain local party committees and governments have been 
successful in reforming their personnel systems. For example, the 
mid and small cities of Xiangfan, Siping, Xuzhou and Changzhou 
used the method of getting the permission of the units to solicit 
applications for employment in order to siphon off a number of 
human resources from large cities, thus stimulating rational hu- 
an resources circulation and promoting local economic develop- 
ment. Some other places used the methods of temporary transfer, 
concurrent positions, lectures and technical cooperation to pro- 
mote intellectual circulation and intellectual unity. To a cer- 
tain extent they also broke up the departmental ownership system 
over cadres and human resources. Their courageous spirit in car- 
rying out reforms is worthy of our consideration and their ex- 
periences are worthy of summation and dissemination. 


The study of human resources, in addition to studies by human re- 
sources researchers and organizational and personnel departments, 
also requires integration with discussions by the broad cadres 
and masses. The GUANGMING RIBAO is now conducting a discussion 
of intellectual development and human resources issues. We who 
are engaged in human resources research should eagerly join in 
this discussion or else should initiate and conduct similar dis- 
cussions in our respective areas to provide human resources 
issues with an even broader mass base, ilicit all-round greater 
consideration of human resources issues and promotethe strong, 
healthy growth of human resources.

SCHOLARS DISCUSS ‘WATER MARGIN' 
Wuhan JIANGHAN LUNiAN [JIANGHAN FORUM] in Chinese No 1, 82 pp 50-51

[Text] The first academic symposium on "Water Margin," sponsored by the Hubei 
Province Society on the Study of “Water Margin," the Institute of Literature 
under the Hubei Province Academy of Social Sciences, and the Chinese Depart- 
ment of some colleges and universities, was held in Wuhan from 14 through 18 
November, 1981. Over 160 "Water Margin" scholars and students from all over 
the country attended. More than 110 special articles and theses were received 
during the symposium. Below is a summary of the major academic views 
discussed at the symposium. 


I. The Original Version and Author of "Water Margin" 


There are two views regarding the original version of "Water Margin." One 
view holds that the original version is the detailed 100-chapter edition by 
Guo Xun. The two themes in this version--ammesty for rebels and the Tacist 
doctrine--are stressed by Guo Xun to cater to the needs of Emperor Jia Jing. 
Those who hold this view, basing it on the content of the 100-chapter edition 
and relevant historical materials, infer the Guo's version of "Water Margin" 
was completed around the llth or 12th year of the reign of the Ming Dynasty 
Emperor Jia Jing. There are mistakes in general knowledge in this version 

and the descriptions of upper class life are done in rough broad strokes, 
quite different from the style of "A Dream of Red Mansions." The author, 

this view infers, was a scholar of the lower classes. Another view reiterates 
Mr Sun Kaidi's idea, put forth in the thirties, that "the simplified version 
evolved from the detailed version." It holds that the first parts and later 
parts of the 100-chapter version are contradictory and so are not written by 
the same person. The Guo version is not the original version. There should 
have been an older version before Guo, who revised it to become the 100-chapter 
version. 


There are two views regarding Shi Nai-an, the author of "Water Margin." Some 
hold that there really was a person by the name of Shi Nai-an, citing the Shi 
family register and epitaphs as proof. The explain that the present-day town 
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of Baiju in Dafeng County, Jiangsu Province, was the hometown of the Shi 
family, also where the Shi clan resided, that the Shi family burial ground is 
to be found at che present-day Shi Family Bridge brigade of Xinduo Commune in 
Xinghua County, Jiangsu Province. Others hold that historical records of the 
Shi family are fragmentary and contradictory, that the Shi family register 
and ancestral temple all date from a time later than the reign of the Qing 
Dynasty Emperior Xian Feng and so cannot be used as proof. An analysis of 

the edition also shows that Shi could not have lived toward the end of the 
Yuan Dynasty. "Shi Nai-an" is a pseudonym used by the author of "Water Margin" 
to avoid being caught in the literary dragnet. As for the idea that Shi 
Nai-an and Luo Quanzhong coauthored "Water Margin," some maintain that the 
novel was written by Luo Guanzhong, that he wrote “Romance of the Three 
Kingdoms" first and "Water Margin" later, showing the changes in his world 
outlook and the maturing of his creative writing. The two books "are as 
different as heaven and earth, one profound, the other superficial; one finely 
worked, the other inferior in skill." 


Il. The Theme of “Water Margin" 


Some comrades again raised the idea that "Water Margin" depicts "the true 
feelings of the common people of the market town." Some say the theme of 
"Water Margin" is to show “how the people are forced by the government to 

rise in rebellion,” that the basic contradiction is between loyalty and 
treachery, not between peasants and landlords. The commanders in the Liangshan 
Mountains come mostly from the vagrant class and do not represent the interests 
of the peasantry. These comrades point out that Happy Ridge is on the scale 
of a commercial town, that the weight of Lu Da's cane shows iron smelting to 
be well developed, and that the scope of the lantern festival and the 

bustling activities of the marketplace reflect the beginnings of capitalism 

in China. They hold that townspeople as a class had come into being by the 
time of the Northern Song Dynasty. "Water Margin" was written by a writer of 
the townspeople class and reflects their vague awareness of a desire for 
equality and self-emancipation. To cater to the needs and tastes of the 
townspeople, the author recreates tne iife of the townspeople and creates a 
whole gamut of characters of that class (including negative characters), each 
with a distinct personality of his or her own. 


Some comrades retain the view that the theme of "Water Margin" is to praise 
peasant rebellions. They hold that in terms of main content and tendency, 
"Water Margin" is about peasants, that the depiction of town life is only to 
show the growth of the peasant rebel army. They maintain that the nature of 
the rebel army should not be judged according to the class origin of its 
leaders but the goal and program of the revolution. The program of the 
Liangshan rebel army is to "carry out the Way of Heaven, to rob the rich to 
aid the poor." They rob mainly the landlords and aid mainly the peasants. 
They hold that capitalism in China began in the middle and later Ming Dynasty. 
Even if the townspeople had become a social stratum at the time "Water Margin" 
was completed, it could not have developed into a townspeople rebel armed 
force that would shake both the rulers and the ruled. The enormous impact of 
"Water Margin" on later peasant leaders, too, proves that it is in praise of 
peasant rebellion. 
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III. The Image of Song Jiang 


Generally there are three views regarding the image of Song Jiang. One view 
holds that Song Jiang is a member of the landlord class from beginning to end. 
There is no basic change in his class stand before and after he goes into the 
Liangshan Mountains. His essential class nature is the same as Gao Qui's, 
only a little more enlightened and a little more cunning. Some comrades, 
analyzing Song Jian'gs deeds in the 120-chapter edition, hold that his image 
as a capitulationist is rare in the history of literature. He takes advantage 
of his position as leader to expand his proammesty ranks, form factions in 
his rebel force, and persuade one after another, a great number of "court 
appointed officials" to join his army in the Liangshan Mountains. He does 
everything he can to change the nature and purpose of the rebel army, placing 
the "righteousness" of helping the poor and imperiled and mutual assistance 
second to "loyalty" to the emperor, causing qualitative change in the meaning 
of loyalty and righteousness and leading the rebel army onto the wrong path. 


One view holds that the artistic image of Song Jiang is a successful ome. He 
starts out as a minor official, and though he joins the peasant revolution, 

he inevitably demonstrates the limitation of his time and the brand of his 
class. He possesses both the fine qualities of resistance to evil and tyranny 
and the feudal ideology of loyalty, filial piety, moral integrity, and 
righteousness. The author has created a complex character, reflecting the 
reality of historical life. The book not only describes in broad strokes the 
breadth of Chinese historical life but also brings out the characteristics of 
the times when the Song Dynasty was about to be superseded by the Yuan Dynasty. 
Some comrades point out that the tragedy of Song Jiang's character lies in 

what he does--leading a mighty peasant rebel army onto the roed of capitulation 
and his kith-and-kin comrades to the abyss of destruction. He himself dies a 
tragic death. Song Jiang's tragic character is of profound significance. 


Another view holds that Song Jiang is a leader of peasant rebellion, but he 
later betrays the revolution. He is a hero in the first half of the book and 

a traitor in the second half. His is a typical artistic image of the prodigal 
son returning to the landlord class. Others are of the view that the different 
versions present different images of Song Jiang. 


IV. The Tragic Ending of "Water Margin" 


Some comrades hold that because peasants were individual small producers and 
did not represent new productive force and could not establish new relation- 
ships of production, peasant rebellions in history inevitably came to three 
kinds of endings: 1. Be suppressed by reactionary armed forces; 2. accept 
amnesty, then used by the ruling class and finally destroyed; 3. overthrow the 
old dynasty, fruits of revolution usurped, establish new dynasty. Limited 

by the historical times and his class, the author of "Water Margin" could only 
pour out his grief and sorrow and could not produce a better ending. This is 
in keeping with historical realities, not a distortion of peasant rebellion. 
Some comrades disagree with the "praise view," "negation view" and 
"contradiction view" regarding the author's attitude toward amnesty. They 
hold that the author cannot but conclude the story with ammesty, but negates 
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the idea of fame and fortune, and is for retiring after meritorious service. 
He does not provide a "retirement after meritorious service" ending for Song 
Jiang and writes instead a tragic ending of Song being poisoned to death. His 
purpose is to use bloody facts to show how the ruthless ruling class has no 
qualms about killing off people who are loyal and who have performed meritor- 
ious services. It is an accusation made with blood and tears. The novel 

is a criticism and repudiation of the entire ruling class headed by the 
emperor. This is the main ideological tendency expressed by the tragic ending 
of amnesty. 


Some comrades say that the novel's tragic ending provides a picture of gloom 
and terror for the reader, arousing deep sympathy for the Liangshan rebels 

and great hatred for the feudal rulers. The ending of Lu Zhishen and Yan 

Qing and others is a sharp contract to Song Jiang's terrible death. This 
inspires the reader to reflect and recognize that amnesty is a lie, that no 
good will come of capitulation. The artistic effect of the novel's tragic 
ending embodies a great victory for realism. Some comrades say that while 

the authors could not have possessed the viewpoint of class struggle and class 
analysis, they were faithful to the creative method of realism, faithful to 
historical facts and so were able to portray the entire process of how a 
peasant rebel army begins, develops, expands, surrenders and is destroyed, 
endowing the book with tremendously important value in understanding. “Water 
Margin" does not describe only the revolutionary and resistance aspects of the 
peasant rebel army, but portrays it as it actually happened. This is not a 
fault but precisely where the value of the book lies. 


V. Comments and Revision by Jin Shengtan 


Some hold that Jin Shengtan was an outstanding enlightened thinker of ancient 
times. He spoke highly of the Liangshan heroes, heaping them with praises. 
Influenced by the ideology of the tradespeople, he was for equality and 
self-emancipation, hated the upstarts who bullied and oppressed the people 
and was indignant about inequality among people. He was sympathetic to the 
cause of the Liangshan rebels and praised it. He had his political reasons 
for cutting short the novel. This, just like his cutting of the "reunion" 
ending in "West Chamber," shows that he was against amnesty. The cutting has 
made the plot more compact and highlighted the idea of "being forced," his 
idea that "the people are forced by the government to rise in rebellion." 
Jin's version of “Water Margin" has preserved the fine essence of the novel. 
It is no accident that for 300 years his version has prevailed over the others 
and has been widely distributed among the people. His curses of Song Jiang 
and the rebel army, some comrades hold, are "protective colorations" under the 
repressive policies of the time. Others hold that those are expressions of 
his “class brand." 


Some comrades disagree with the view of "protective colorations." They 
maintain that Jin Shengtan was really against peasant rebellions, that his 
curses of the peasant rebels were an expression of his true feelings. He 
commented on and revised "Water Margin" from the standpoint of hatred of 
peasant rebellions. He believed that most of the Liangshan heroes were 
"bandits" and did not deserve a good ending. The original version “attributes 
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merits to the bandits and crime to the court." Jin Shengtan reversed this. 
Even after cutting short the novel, he added an epilogue of Lu Junyi having 

a nightmare, a method that can be described as "to catch the bandits, first 
catch the ringleader." He then kills off the Liangshan heroes, one by one, 

to realize "peace under heaven." Some comrades point out that it is not 
surprising for an intellectual of the exploiting class living in the feudal 
society to oppose peasant rebellions. Jin Shengtan sympathized with the 
people in misfortune and hated corrupt officials, so he was a feudal but not 

a reactionary scholar. Basically he can be regarded as a positive writer but 
should not be elevated to unsuitable heights. 


Some point out that Jin Shengtan's theory of novels should not be under- 
estimated, that his theory as summed up in his critical comments represents a 
peak in ancient literary and artistic criticisms. For example, he was for 
reflecting reality without subjective prejudice. He stressed that writers 
should move in the mainstream of life on a broad scale. He believed it 
important to achieve unity in content and form. His views on artistic fabri- 
cation, typification of characters, and depiction of details were much more 
advanced than those of people before him. We must analyze them with Marxist- 
Leninist literary and artistic viewpoints and critically assimilate the 
beneficial parts. Some comrades analyzing Jin's ideas of literature and art, 
show how they stemmed from those of earlier people, how Jin's theories did 
not fall from heaven but were in a way legacies of the past. They should not 
be negated entirely, nor should they be elevated at will. 


Some comrades use the method of comparative literature in the study of "Water 
Margin," pointing out that the novel was completed way before "Don Quixote," 
the highly mature realist novel of the West, that the ideological and 
arcistic qualities of "Water Margin" surpass such classics of the West as 
"Ivanhoe" and "Ya Ke Tuan." "Water Margin" also represents a peak in the 
history of world literature. 


The symposium implemented the policy of "letting a hundred schools of thought 
contend" and was both lively and down-to-earth.

SHAANXI PLANNED PARENTHOOD WORK REPORT ISSUED

[Text] Controlling the rate of growth of the population is a tremendous 
strategic problem in the socialist modernization construction of our 
province. In September of 1980, the CCP Central Committee issued "An Open 
Letter to All Communist Party Members and Communist Yough Group Members," 
In his “Report On the Work of the Government" at the Fourth Session of the 
Fifth People's Congress in October of 1981, Comrade Zhao Ziyang [6392 4793 
7122] further explained in a comprehensive way the prospects for, and the 
principles and policies, and goals concerning our nation's population 
problem, Recently, in'order to consolidate and develop the results of 
planned parenthood work, the Central Committee and the State Council has 
taken aim at problems presently confronting us and released a “Directive 
On Moving Ahead In Planned Parenthood Work." Under the leadership of the 
Central Committee and the State Council, the provincial CCP Committee, the 
Standing Committee of the Provincial People's Congress, and the Provincial 
People's Government have all emphasized planned parenthood work and adopted 
a series of measures. Last year, the Standing Committee of the People's 
Congress issued “Shaanxi Provisional Regulati~ns On Planned Parenthood," 
and received the broad support of the masses, Planned parenthood cadres 
at every level--commune hospitals and barefoot doctors—-worked diligently 
and compiled a clear record of accomplishments in planned parenthood work 
in our province. We have provided more than 2,900 planned parenthood 
assistants throughout the province so that all areas under county 
jurisdiction, communes, towns and neighborhood offices in cities have such 
a professional cadre. The principles, policies, laws, and decrees of the 
party and the state concerning planned parenthood are more and more under- 
stood by the masses, The number of women of childbearing age that receive 
single child certification is increasing annually; 80 percent of women of 
childbearing age are using some form of birth control; in carrying out 
our planned parenthood work, we have had many good experiences-—-large 
numbers of advanced units and individuals have arisen-——-and, along with the 
development of our planned parenthood work, the natural rate of growth of 
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our province fell from 23.2 per thousand in 1971 to 7.17 per thousand in 
1980. In 1981, because of measures advanced in the new marriage code, the 
youths of three age brackets simultaneously entered the marriage and child- 
bearing period and the birth rate of the population of our province 
consequently entered a peak period. But, because of the great volume of 
work done, the natural rate of growth of the population of our province was 
maintained at fev:r than 10 per thousand. We have begun to put an end to 
the situation of unplanned population growth and have created advantageous 
conditions for developing the national economy and improving the lives of 
the people. 


The present natural rate of growth of the population of our province is still 
a little too high, and for the next 10 or more years the tendency toward 
large population increases will exist. Sixty-seven percent of our province's 
present population of more than 280 million persons were born after 
liberation. The greatest proportion are teenagers who will be entering the 
marriage and childbearing years during the 1980's, and this, in conjunction 
with the policy of permitting second births and the difficulty of putting a 
stop to third births all at once, means that, in spite of doing a bit better 
in planned parenthood work, forecasts still call for an annual natural rate 
of growth through the 1980's of 11 per thousand. If we do not forcefully 
promote planned parenthood and resolutely control the growth of the 
population, then inevitably this figure will be much higher and will affect 
every aspect of national economic development. We must work hard to see 
that population growth corresponds to the growth of the national economy 
and that we progress smoothly along the road to the four modernizations 
construction. The problems at present are that the number of new marriages 
has increased sharply, the proportion of late marriages has declined, the 
number of those practicing birth control has dropped, and the proportion 

of single child families has declined, and the existence of these problems 
affects the realization of our population planning. There are objective 
factors producing these problems, the major one being the problems in our 
work. Leadership work in many areas has been generalized, with too little 
concrete guidance; some leading comrades are unwilling or do not dare to come 
to grips with matters and ignore large population increases, After we 
implemented systems of production responsibility in agriculture, especially 
farm output quotas for each household and household responsibility for 
completing tasks, planned parenthood work was faced with a new situation 
and new problems. Some systems and methods of limiting births that had 
been used are no longer suitable; some people believe that with life easier 
now they can afford to raise more children, and thatymore children means 

a wider distribution of responsibility. The roles of planned parenthood 
networks in some areas have not been developed fully and no one has been 
concerned with work below the brigade level. We must widely promote and 
resolutely implement the “Directive On Moving Ahead In Planned Parenthood 
Work" which was recently issued by the CCP Central Committee and the State 
Council. We must bring the thinking of party members, cadres and the broad 
masses in line with the "Directive," move ahead in planned parenthood work, 
and hold the natural rate of growth of the population of our province to 
under 11 per thousand, 
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We must strengthen leadership and make planned parenthood work an important 
part of the agenda at every level of governmment—to be discussed several 
times each year—and we must firmly establish 2 kinds of plans and get a 
hold on 2 kinds of production. Before March of each year, we must finalize 
population plans for the following year, seeing to it that leaders, the 
masses, and women of childbearing age all know who should and who should 

not give birth. Every level of government and every department and unit 
should have a leading comrade in charge of planned parenthood work. We 

must strengthen survey and research work, examination and supervision, 

the establishment of models, and the summarizing and promoting of advanced 
experiences, and emphasize being early, detailed, and realistic in our work. 
We must perfect the planned parenthood agencies at every level, strengthen 
the harmonious cooperation between all departments and people's organizations, 
and seeeto it that the entire society works to control population growth. 
Incidents of cadres looking down on or being afraid of planned parenthood 
must be dealt with severely, and scoundrels who sabatoge planned parenthood 
must be resolutely attacked. In carrying out the "Five Stresses and Four 
Points of Beauty" and the "Five Good Families" campaigns, we must make 
planned parenthood an important element. 


We must seriously carry our party policy. We must continue to advocate 

late marriage, late birth, few births, and eugenic births. For state cadres 
and workers and the residents of cities and towns, every couple should have 
only one child, unless they receive permission to have more because of 
Ss pecial circumstances. In rural areas, we ordinarily advocate chat a couple 
have only one child, but if certain of the masses ask to give birth a second 
time because of actual difficulties, then arrangements can be made after 
approval has been granted. No circumstances warrant giving birth a third 
time. Making distinctions between rural and urban areas and between special 
and ordinary circumstances is completely in accord with national conditions 
and popular sentiment in our nation, We will, in accordance with the 
"Directive" of the Central Committee and changes in the situation, make 
supplemental regulations to go along with the "Provisional Regulations" 
announced last year by the Standing Committee of the Provincial People's 
Congress, und submit them to the Standing Committee of the People's Congress 
for examination. 


The population of the rural areas of our province stands at 84 percent of the 
total population, and the emphasis in our planned parenthood work should be 
placed on rural areas. Regardless of what form of production responsibility 
syStem is implemented, it must incorporate planned parenthood. When 
production brigades and communes sign production contracts and establish 
systems of responsibility for cadres, they should make planned parenthood work 
an important part, setting up two production contracts and establishing two 
kinds of responsibility systems at the same time. Medical and sanitation 
departments at every level should work hard to improve their capabilities to 
perform birth control operations while insuring the safety of those undergoing 
the operations. We must strengthen scientific research and develop and promote 
new birth control methods and contraceptives that are highly effective, safe, 
convenient and economical. The commercial, pharmaceutical and planned 
parenthood sectors must work together in providing contraceptives and insuring 
that supplies are available for the convenience of the masses,

COMMENTS ON QU YOUYUAN'S POLITICAL POEMS

[Text] Editor: Due to the influence of the bourgeois liberal trend, 
this periodical published Comrade Qu Youyuan's [2575 2589 3293] 
"Recollecting the Past for the Sake of the Future" and "I Extol 
the Xidan Democracy Wall," two poems with a serious incorrect 
tendency, and failed to launch criticisms promptly, to the dis- 
appointment of our readers. To correct the error, we now pub- 
lish two critical articles in this issue. 


How socialist literature should correctly and profoundly bring to light 
the theme of combating bureaucracy and remove the obstacles to the four 
modernizations is a new problem posed by the general task of the new 
period and the progress of the age to our writers. In the past few years, 
many writers have made some courageous explorations and attempts in this 
aspect. Correctly summarizing the experiences and lessons is doubtlessly 
beneficial to upholding the direction of literature serving the people and 
socialism and developing its role in building an advanced material and 
spiritual civilization. Around the time of the 3d Plenary Session of the 
llth Party Central Committee, Comrade Qu Youyuan, a young poet of our 
province, created a set of political lyrics for democracy and against 
bureaucracy and special privileges and produced a relatively strong reac- 
tion among the young readers keen on poetry and in the poetry circle:. 
Differing with Comrade Qu Youyuan's "Recollecting the Past for the Sake 
of the Future" and several of his political lyrics, I wish to express my 
views for consultation with the readers. 


I feel that "Recollecting the Past for the Sake of the Future” is a poli- 
tical lyric with serious mistakes. What it expresses is an incorrect 
political concept and unsound sentiments. The impression it gives is: 

The broad leading party cadres have degenerated, turning from the people's 
“public servants" of the war years into "feudal bureaucrats" and "over- 
lords" riding herd over the people, while the broad masses have lost their 
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right as masters of the country. It is the manifestation of the bourgeois 
liberal trend in poetic creation. For such incorrect creative tendency, 
we should criticize and help the poet. 


While truth is the life of art, artistic truth is not the individual inci- 
dents found objectively in life, but typical and essential truth. Exag- 
gerating bureaucracy and special privileges in our social life, taking 

the part as the whole, distorting the relations of our socialist social 
reality and smearing the image of the party and the old cadres, “Recol- 
lecting™ is detrimental to strengthening and improving the party's leader- 
ship. Styling himself the spokesman of the people, using an extremely 
desolate tone, expressing an extremely plaintive feeling and adopting the 
technique of contrasting, the poet describes an extremely dark prospect: 
On the land of the new China, the new bureaucratic special privileges 
spread like “twisted roots and gnarled branches;" the “work team members 
wearing leggings in the land reform" and the “work team leaders with Mau- 
sers slung over their shoulders during liberation" are now "county party 
secretaries, commune chairmen, brigade leaders...," today's bureaucrats; 
they are "a main pillar of our society... thick and strong..., the 'pres- 
tigious figures’ tightly embracing their clans, relatives and hatchet 
men," and the people “tremble in fear" at the sight of them. "With ever 
more advanced high-quality nutrition," they have “changed their original 
image of special material," sitting “on sofas sipping," "smoking filtered 
cigarettes," "playing mahjong".... Meanwhile, where the broad masses live 
are “low shacks;" what they use are “obsolete farming implements;" what 
they eat are "food from begging." In the broad rural areas, "the most 
conspicuous are no longer the residences of the landowners, but the tile- 
roofed houses of the secretaries; the most spacious are no longer the 
compounds of the rich, but the enclosure walls of the chairmen." There- 
upon, the poet loudly appeals: 


"Alas! 

"Like suction discs, 

"bureaucratic special privileges, with twisted roots and gnarled 
branches, 

"closely attach themselves to the people's intestinal walls! 

"Like coordinates, 

"the interlocking feudalism 

"fastens down the minds of the citizens!" 


Such artistic generalization is obviously a serious distortion of the real 
life of our socialist society. 


Perhaps some people feel that bureaucracy and the special privilege pheno- 
menon in real life are very serious and, since the leading comrades of 

the central government have time and again stressed the necessity to com 
bat and rectify the unhealthy trends, why is it not proper to write poems 
about them? The issue is not in whether there are bureaucracy and the 
special privilege phenomenon in our life and whether they should be com- 
bated, but in the standpoint, goal and ideological viewpoint in combating 
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them. Our state is socialist in nature and the people are its masters. 
Our party led us to overthrow the three big mountains and create the new 
China. Under its leadership to build socialism, we have traveled an ar- 
duous and tortuous path for 3l years and made great achievements. It is 
the essence and main current of our society. In spite of the many set- 
backs and the emergence of Lin Biao and the "gang of four," as aptly 
pointed out by Comrade Hu Yaobang, “our state political power, in its 
basic character, is after all different from that of the landowners and 
capitalists. Our government organs and the broad state personnel serve 
the people and are mandated by the people to seek their interest. Those 
seriously contaminated with the special privilege mentality and bureau- 
cratic habits are after all a minority, and cannot represent the main 
current of our political power. Therefore, we absolutely cannot say that 
our government organs are all bureaucratic structures, and we must never 
place an equal sign between our entire cadre ranks and special privileges 
and bureaucracy." ("Talk at the Forum on Drama Creation.") Precisely on 
this point "“Recollecting™ deviates from the logic of real life. Seizing 
on one point and ignoring the rest and taking the tributary as the main 
stream, it opposes not individual instances of bureaucracy and special 
privileges, but a stratum, including both the old cadres who participated 
in work during the period of the broad democratic revolution ("work team 
members wearing leggings in the land reform" and “work team leaders with 
Mausers slung over their shoulders during liberation") and the broad 
new cadres after the founding of the nation (county party committee secre- 
taries, commune chairmen, brigade leaders....). The poem also indicates 
that these people have not done anything beneficial for the people in the 
31 years since the founding of the nation, and gives the impression that 
there are "no good man in Hongdong county." Under the poet's pen, the 
major and minor leading cadres in our party have turned into feudal bu- 
reaucrats exploiting and oppressing the people, thereby consciously or 
unconsciously placing an equal sign between bureaucratic special privi- 
leges and our broad cadre ranks. Reading the poem, people cannot help 
asking: If our broad party cadres are all like this, how can they repre- 
sent the interest of the people and lead us to realize the four moderni- 
zations? 





Here, I also wish to mention another of the poet's poems, "the ‘Rebel’ 
Army of the New Age” (JIANGCHENG, combined September-October issue, 1979). 
I find his eulogy of the new productive forces undoubtedly correct, but 

it is not proper for him to set the “new productive forces" against the 
four basic principles and our current socialist political system and 

place an equal sign between the people's government organs and the "bu- 
reaucratic structure." In the 3 years after the downfall of the “gang of 
four," at the great turning point when our party and our state, after 10 
years of turmoil, have barely recovered, the poet advertises that "the 
masses are filled with anger," that "below the sofas" of the party cadres 
is "a volcanic crater" and “behind the walls is a collapsed large dike," 
and that "the bureaucratic structure is facing a total crisis." Using 

the "Great Cultural Revolution" as an analogy, he advocates a revolution 
more "thorough" than "any other revolution.” This view is extremely wrong 
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and dangerous. It must be pointed out that, though the political-economic 
system of our state still lacks perfection and even has many flaws (e.g., 
overconcentration of power, life tenure in the cadre system, patriarchy, 
bureaucracy, and all kinds of special privilege phenomena in our party and 
State leadership and cadre systems) requiring reform, basically speaking, 
it is a socialist democratic system fundamentally adapted to the develop- 
ment level of our current productive forces and constitutes the basic 
guarantee for the realization of the four modernizations. We must also 
realize that, since the downfall of the “gang of four," the many reform 
measures instituted by the Party Central Committee, such as abolishing 

the life tenure of the leading cadres, strengthening democratic central- 
ism and formulating party rules and party laws, provisions on the pay of 
high-level cadres, and the 12 "Guiding Principles" on intraparty political 
life, have made our political system increasingly perfect. Basically 
there is nc question of "a total crisis." Not the inherent products of 
the socialist system, bureaucracy and the special privilege mentality are 
running sores caught from the feudal and capitalist societies. The 
sources for the emergence of bureaucracy in a socialist state are many- 
sided. In addition to historical factors and questions of individual 
thinking and quality, imperfections and loopholes in the system will also 
create bureaucracy. Lin Biao's and the "gang of four's" interference and 
disruption inflated bureaucracy and the special privilege phenomenon for 

a time and seriously endangered the party organism. Therefore, the strug- 
gle against bureaucracy is a formidable task which cannot be accomplished 
instantaneously by simply relying on developing "new productive forces." 
Admitting the presence of bureaucracy and the special privilege phenomenon 
and waging a firm struggle against them are entirely different in essence 
from negating our current system in its entirety. 





The poet will perhaps argue that his intent is good and that he is "utter- 
ly innocent," without any malice. We must admit that the four "for's" at 
the end of "“Recollecting" indicate that the goal of his creation is good. 
However, we feel that the judgment of a poet's creative motive is not 


only by how he expresses it, but, more importantly, by how he does it. 
Comrade Mao Zedong pointed out long ago that “social practice and its 
result constitute the criterion to test the subjective desire or motive." 
As the poet takes a wrong standpoint, fails to understand and analyze bu- 
reaucracy and the special privilege phenomenon with the correct viewpoint 
and method, merely making simple contrasts and mockeries of the negative 


phenomena spread out in life, and fails to deeply reveal the essence, 
dangers and source of bureaucracy and the special privilege phenomenon, 
to give full attention to the main current of the broad cadres and broad 
masses, and to fully record the struggles of the cadre masses under party 
leadership against the abuses, the poem makes people feel that the broad 
cadres are unreliable and untrustworthy, that, "like suction discs," they 
"closely attach themselves to the people's intestinal walls," that the 
broad people are ignorant, resigning themselves to adversities, and that, 
"like coordinates, the interlocking feudalism fastens down" their minds. 
Meanwhile, filled with plaintive and depressing sentiments, stifling and 
hopeless, the poem describes scenes of "apathy," "slave psychology" and 
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“desolation” everywhere. How can such “recollection” attain the good 
goal of the poet's four “for's?" Things in the world are often complex. 
With only subjective enthusiasm, with only good desires and motives, but 
without a correct guiding ideology and the scientific method of observing 
issues, it is also possible to make mistakes. Anger creates poets, but 
not necessarily truth. Assessing the political tendency of a work, we 
mainly rely on the artistic image provided by the artist. It is valuable 
for a revolutionary poet to be full of political enthusiasm and good mo- 
tive, but to correctly understand and reflect our era, he must rely on a 
firm proletarian standpoint, a sober political mind and a scientific 
Marxist worid outlook and method. While a poet must conscientiously and 
solemnly select his subject matter, the key remains in how to write. The 
poet's standpoint, viewpoint and method determine the political tendency 
and ideological significance of his work. In a previous period, the view 
with its one-sided stress on "depicting truth" and "exposing the dark 
side," neglecting or even negating the guiding effect of a writer's world 
outlook on his creation, is extremely harmful and should be cleared up. 


Comrade Chen Yun said that the issue of the style of the party in power 
is an issue linked with its life and death. Bureaucracy and the special 
privilege phenomenon are obstacles to the four modernizations, and the 
party and the people are waging a relentless struggle to eradicate them. 
"The party aiso eagerly hopes that the comrades in the field of literature 
will, together with us, adopt a correct policy and expose and overcome 
bureaucracy and special privileges by means of literary creation." (Hu 
Yaobang). Therefore, we must vigorously protect the writers’ political 
zeal in their concern for the future of the party and the state, and en- 
thusiastically welcome and support them in adopting, together with the 
party, a correct policy and creating literary works exposing such un- 
healthy trends as bureaucracy and special privileges. Even if there 
should appear certain deviations, we should render positive and active 
guidance, and guard against casually lumping together and equalizing 
works against bureaucracy and special privileges with the reactionary 
slogans against "the bureaucratic class" and the “special privileged 
stratum" proposed by the remnants of Lin Biao and the "gang of four," 
attaching the "“anti-party"™ label on them, and repeating the "leftwing” 
mistakes of the past. However, the erroneous creative tendency which, 
under the excuse of ideological emancipation, attempts to cast off the 
party's leadership, break away from the socialist path and promote bour- 
geois liberalism must be criticized and properly combated; it must abso- 
lutely not be permitted to spread, poison the social atmosphere and 
corrupt man's soul. A writer with a high sense of social responsibility 
must also demand strictly of himself, give full consideration to the 
possible social effect of his work, strive to take the correct standpoint 
and, by means of the correct viewpoint and method, make historical and 
concrete analyses of bureaucracy and the special privilege phenomenon. 
He must strictly distinguish bureaucratic special privileges from the 
party, from the socialist political organs and from the broad cadre 
ranks; he must profoundly expose the source and dangers of bureaucratic 
special privileges and the law of their inevitable extinction; he must 
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correctly handle his relations with the party and the masses, stand be- 
tween the party and the people with his words and fully reflect the 
Struggle against bureaucracy and the special privilege phenomenon waged 
by the cadre masses under the party's leadership. His writing should 
enable the readers to see the light, increase their confidence and receive 
education and encouragement. He must not, for the sake of transient joy, 
pander to the current trend, exaggerate beyond the truth, paint a dark 
picture of reality. One step beyond truth is error. The criticism of 
bureaucracy and special privileges may come from different standpoints 

and viewpoints. Only by taking the proletarian standpoint and using 
Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought as the weapon will they be knocked 
down. Taking the petit bourgeois or bourgeois standpoint and resorting 

to the anarchist, equalitarian and ultra-egoist ideologies and the 
idealist metaphysic method will not accomplish the purpose. I feel that 
criticizing the cadres for riding in "handsome sedans" and living in 
“spacious residences” as special privileges by the poet in "Recollecting" 
is a reflection of the ultra-equalitarian ideology. 


Comrade Qu Youyuan's “Recollecting"” and other political lyrics remind me 
of another issue: To write good works criticizing bureaucracy and the 
special privilege phenomenon, we must purge the remnant “leftwing" poison 
and the bourgeois liberal influence from our minds. That Comrade Qu You- 
yuan writes poems s'ch as "Recollecting" with serious political mistakes 
is not an incidental slip, nor misanthropy or extreme sentiments, but has 
its ideological source. Comrade Qu Youyuan entered the field of poetry 
during the 10-year civil strife, and such fallacies as the “democratic 
faction" and “capitalist roaders" peddled by the "gang of four" produced 
a certain influence on his writing. I remember that, on the eve of the 
"gang of four's" downfall, he wrote "Thus We Commemorate," a poem pub- 
lished in JILIN WENYI [JILIN LITERATURE], September 1976, vigorously pro- 
moting "confrontation" and advocating the commemoration of the 10th anni- 
versary of the “Great Cultural Revolution" with the practical action of 
"counterattacking the rightwing reversal trend." Urged on by the ultra- 
leftwing line promoted by the "gang of four" at that time, it was not 
surprising for him to write such an undesirable poem. The poet's creation 
is always consciously or unconsciously influenced and conditioned by the 
social ideological trend and his own world outlook, and always linked 
with a certain kind of politics. However, the reform of the world outlook 
requires a long process. Once an ideology or viewpoint is formed, it is 
not easily changed all at once. It will often rekindle under certain 
climatic conditions, emerge in a new form, and exert a subtle influence 
on creation. Comrade Qu Youyuan's situation is precisely thus. In the 
10-year civil strife, for instance, we suffered severely from the anarch- 
ist great democracy. After the downfall of the "gang of four,” we de- 
nounced the ultra-leftwing line and anarchism, yet in April 1979, the 
poet published "I Extol the Xidan Democracy Wall," a poem advocating the 
human rights, freedom and democracy of the bourgeoisie. When the party 
and the state decided to ban the "great democracy" of the Xidan Wall, he, 
instead of recognizing his mistake in writing the poem, stubbornly ex- 
pressed himself and wrote "I Search for the Missing ‘Democracy’ at the 
'Wall.’”" Not only publishing it, a poem depicting the antagonism between 
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democracy and party leadership and spreading dissatisfaction with the 
party, in an illegal publication, but he also instigated those with an 
ulterior motive to copy and post it on the Xidan Wall and even sent it 
"beyond the ocean," creating a most undesirable influence. What a pro- 
found lesson it was! One can see that the poet has slid far down the 
wrong path. Take another instance: After exposing and denouncing the 
fallacy of "democratic faction--capitalist roaders" advocated by the 
counterrevolutionary Lin Biao and Jiang Qing cliques, the poet, during 
the time of ideological emancipation, bringing order out of chaos and 
replacing the old with the new, again went astray, leaping from one 
extreme to another and erroneously asserting that "the contradiction be- 
tween the masses and bureaucracy is the main contradiction in a socialist 
society," that "feudal restoration is the main danger," and that "bureau- 
cracy is the main obstacle to the four modernizations." Thereupon, he 
becomes the self-styled "people's spokesman," considers the fight against 
feudalism and for democracy his own obligation, and extremely erroneously 
sets the party against the people, and the four modernizations against 
the four basic principles. Under the influence of such erroneous thinking, 
he is unable to maintain a sober mind, and easily fails to clarify the 
demarcation of criticizing bureaucracy and special privileges from com- 
bating "the bureaucratic class" and "special privilege stratum," thereby 
deviating from the four basic principles and performing acts detrimental 
to the party and the people and to stability and unity. In this regard, 
I think that the lesson assimilated by the poet should be profound. At 
no time should we set the proletarian political party against the people. 
To a revolutionary writer, loyalty to the party and loyalty to the people 
are completely identical. In the new historical period and in face of 
many new conditions and new issues, we must firmly emancipate our minds. 
However, ideology emancipation absolutely does not signify that we may 
depart from the party's four basic principles, stop studying Marxism- 
Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought, abandon the reform of our world outlook 
and cast off the guidance of Marxism. If so, we may follow the wrong 
path in our creative work. It is the profound lesson learned by us in 
such works as "Recollecting." 


Comrade Mao Zedong said: "To have a genuine good intent, one must give 
consideration to the result, summarize the experience and study the method 
To have a genuine good intent, one must sincerely criticize the 
defects and mistakes in one's own work and resolutely correct them. The 
method of self-criticism of the communists has been thus adopted. Only 
such a standpoint is the correct one." ("Talk at the Yanan Literature 
and Art Forum"). Qu Youyuan is a young poet with a certain influence in 
our province. Some mistakes may be inevitable in the tremendous changes 
occurring in the course of bringing order out of chaos, but the key is in 
taking the correct standpoint and attitude on them. We believe that Com- 
rade Qu Youyuan will be able to look squarely at his mistakes, criticize 
himself courageously, analyze himself strictly, reinforce his study of 
Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought, vigorously reform his world out- 
look, consciously eliminate the “leftwing" interference, break away from 
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the bourgeois liberal trend, and truly shift his stand to that of social- 
ism, the proletariat and the masses. We believe that he will not disap- 
point the party and the people in their hopes.

COMMENTS ON QU YOUYUAN'S ‘DEMOCRACY WALL,' 'RECOLLECTING'

{Text ] Comrade Qu Youyuan's political lyrics "I Extol the Xidan Democracy 
Wall" (hereinafter referred to as "Democracy Wall") and "Recollecting the 
Past for the Sake of the Future” (hereinafter referred to as "Recollect- 
ing") , published in CHANGCHUN Monthly, Number 4, 1979 and Number 12, 
1980, have evoked different reactions among the readers. 


Political lyrics doubtlessly express the poet's understanding and feelings 
of the social political life. All those who have read the two poems 
realize that they are filled with political agitation, frankly and direct- 
ly expressing the poet's feelings on the practical political issues. Pre- 
cisely as stated by the poet himself, he wishes to rely on "reason" to 
"catch hold of and reveal his personal impressions." With an intense 
sentiment, the poet appeals for democracy and is determined to devote the 
"second half of his life" to the fight for it. In a satirical tone, 
"Recollecting" lashes out at "bureaucracy" and "feudal special privileges.' 
Not that such issues should not be dealt with in writing, but after read- 
ing them, one feels that the spearhead is not aimed properly and wonders 
on what standpoint and with what viewpoint the poet interprets the issues. 
Is he upholding the socialist democracy? Is he criticizing bureaucracy 
and special privileges? I feel that, on such basic issues, the political 
tendency of the poem is wrong, producing an unfavorable influence on our 
adherence to the four basic principles and our attempt to rally the people 
to build the four modernizations with one heart and one mind. 


Let us first look at the poem "Democracy Wall." In terms of its senti- 
ment, it is stirring and sincere. Seizing on "democracy," the issue 
which is of general concern and tremendous appeal, the poet expresses his 
views. First, with intense admiration and yearning, he extols the Xidan 
Democracy Wall as "a declaration of the people" and "the dawn of the new 
era."" Hearing the voice of the "Democracy Wall," he eagerly "makes in- 
quiries" and "gazes from afar," finding that the emergence of the wall 
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“rocks the ruins of the feudal society of several thousand years," "be- 
wildering those like Jia Gui, terrifying those like Ye Gong, and gladden- 
ing the hearts of hundreds of millions." He extols “Democracy Wall," be- 
cause he looks upon it as a symbol of "democracy," indicating that poli- 
tically, he is at least rash and infantile, failing to see that "Democracy 
Wall," even in its conception, fostered anarchism and ultra-egoism, there- 
by leading to the emergence of those like Wei Jingsheng [7614 0079 3932] 
who hoisted the banners of "democracy," “human rights" and "freedom," 
maneuvered everywhere, and endangered stability and unity, until finally 
the party and the state had no alternative but to ban this unlawful posi- 
tion. Why is the poet so infatuated with "Democracy Wall" of such a na- 
ture, and how can he call it "the voice from the hearts of the people?" 
Why does he revere it as something "miraculous?" According to his poem, 
before the emergence of "Democracy Wall," China had no democracy, and 
this "great land" was "filled with brambles" where "democracy could not 
root" and which “suffered the hailstones of bureaucracy." Thus he com- 
pletely negates the newly restored democratic system in our social life 
after the downfall of the "gang of four." According to Lenin's viewpoint, 
“democracy is a state form, a state pattern." The essence of the social- 
ist democracy is the socialist state system. The poem negates the exis- 
tence of democracy in the socialist China. Then, how does it regard the 
socialist system with the people's democracy as the state form? Anyone 
possessing some knowledge of the basic Marxist truths and writing with a 
solemn sense of social responsibility should not smear our socialism as 
in the poem. Since China has no democracy, then one must fight for it. 
The poem advocates against "favor" and "charity" and urges the use of the 
"tools in our hands" to fight for the "recognition and spread" of "Demo- 
cracy Wall." 


"Oh! Democracy Wall, 
"though you are not high, 
"you are a watershed. 


"Those wishing to overturn you 
"and those wishing to support you 
"are two classes standing face to face. 


"To prevent you from turning into a 
"Paris Commune members’ wall, 
"Our people must never slacken their effort!" 


Here, the ideological viewpoint is completely revealed. By comparing 
"Democracy Wall" with a "watershed" and "two classes standing face to . 
face," one wonders who wishes to "overturn it" and who to "support it." 
Such comparison and insinuation make one ponder, yet are not hard to com- 
prehend. Isn't it obviously comparing "Democracy Wall" to the touchstone 
to distinguish revolution and counterrevolution? Why is "Democracy Wall" 
arbitrarily linked with the "Paris Commune members’ wall?" Everyone 

knows that "members' wall" was where the Paris Commune members were 

finally beseiged by Thiers’ reactionary troops in the Laxuexi [phonetic] public 
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cemetery and sacrificed themselves heroically. Obviously, the poet takes 
a wrong standpoint. On the issue of "democracy," should one "fight" 
against the party "face to face," or should one strengthen and develop 
the socialist democracy with an attitude of helping the party? The poet 
time and again declares that he wants to be the "spokesman of the people” 
and "repair" and “extend” "Democracy Wall," and that he is willing to 
serve as a "tile layer" and a "piece of brick," not knowing that such 
determination and fervor run counter to the desires of the party and the 
people, and that he sets himself against the people. 


It must be admitted that, after Lin Biao's and the "gang of four's" des- 
potic and high-pressure policy during the "10-year civil strife," the 
people's demand for full democracy today is understandable. The pheno- 
menon of suppressing and damaging democracy is still found in today's 
political life. It is completely proper for us to understand it correct- 
ly, criticize and expose it by means of literary works and promote a high 
degree of socialist democracy. However, unwilling to recognize our 
party's effort to strengthen the socialist democracy and legal system and 
improve and perfect the socialist political system, the poet, in his 
poem, flatly negates the socialist democratic system, obliterates the 
essential distinction between socialist and bourgeois democracy, and sets 
the socialist democracy against the party's leadership, as if the party's 
leadership and the people as the masters of the country were mutually 
exclusive. It is precisely the "theoretical" basis of the bourgeois 
liberal trend. In recent years, some people who have been relatively 
deeply influenced by anarchism and liberalism mistakenly feel that the 
bourgeois democracy is a democracy without any restraint, and they demand 
the same for the socialist democracy. The moment strengthening the legal 
system is mentioned, they claim that it is "suppressing democracy." They 
fail to realize that the socialist democracy is not a reinless horse or a 
rudderless ship, but democracy under the party's leadership. Meanwhile, 
when advocating democracy, some people in our field of literature, in- 
cluding the writer of the poem, also neglect to strictly distinguish 
democracy under two different social systems. By casting off the party's 
leadership and stressing only an abstract democracy, it becomes inevitable 
to fall into the bourgeois liberal trend. Lenin once hit the nail on the 
head when he pointed out that, in a proletarian state, "anyone opposing 
us with the terms 'democracy' and 'freedom' is on the side of the proper- 
tied class and hoodwinking the people." These words of Lenin's cited 
here may perhaps help the poet understand his own wrong viewpoint. 


Comrade Qu Youyuan's wrong viewpoint is also very obvious in "Recollect- 
ing." Under the excuse of combating the so-called "bureaucracy" and 
"feudal special privileges," the poem turns our party's cadre ranks into 
degenerated rulers and a new bureaucratic special privileged stratum. 
How is it so? 


1. The poem sets the broad party cadres against the masses. Through its 
description, it tells people that the party cadres in the past represented 
the people and pursued their interest, but today, they have gone the oppo- 
site way and become a special privileged stratum. It paints a dark 
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picture of the party cadres from the top to the bottom and seriously dis- 
torts and smears our cadre ranks. To bring out the antagonism between 
the cadres and the masses, the poem resorts extensively to the technique 
of contrast. The first is contrasting the past with the present. The 
poem relates that the work team members “wearing leggings" and "slinging 
Mausers over their shoulders" during the land reform and the liberation 
period were able to live in "low shacks" and eat "millet with onions and 
sauce" alongside the common people, and were the "hope" of the people. 
Yet today, these very same cadres “sit on sofas sipping tea," "play mah- 
jong on the terrace of the sanatorium," “sample filter cigarettes," "try 
out electric fans and refrigerators," and contemplate "modern housing" 
for their children. The people are "puzzled" and "amazed" by them. Next 
is conteasting the two different kinds of life of the cadres and masses: 
"low shacks and obsolete farm implements" vis-a-vis "handsome sedans and 
spacious residences;" "food from begging" vis-a-vis "wine surreptitiously 
poured on the ground for fear of being intoxicated." Besides distorting 
and obliterating the heartening changes in the lives of the broad peasants 
in recent years, how deplorable is the image of the party cadres painted 
by the contrasts! With their "soft and fat hands" and “round bellies," 
"a bit of excitement may possibly flash from their eyes under swollen 
lids." What is the conclusion? "Ever more advanced high-quality nutri- 
tion is changing the original form of the ‘special material!'" In other 
words, the cadres of our party and state have exuviated, betrayed the 
people and lost their qualification as leaders, and our party no longer 
symbolizes honor. 





2. The poem lumps together those in today's cadre ranks contaminated by 
certain undesirable bureaucratic habits and special privilege mentality 
and the privileged bureaucratic class inherent in the feudal and capital- 
ist societies. It described them thus: "The most conspicuous are no 
longer the residences of the landowners, but the tile-roofed houses of 
the secretaries; the most spacious are no longer the compounds of the 
rich, but the enclosure walls of the chairmen." In other words, today's 
secretaries and chairmen are the same as the landowners and rich men of 
the past. With "feudal poison" "in every cell," they have become a 
"thick and strong main pillar" of our society," "'prestigious figures' 
tightly embracing their clans, relatives and hatchet men...." How abomi- 
nable they are! No wonder the “apathetic” and "dejected" commune members 
"tremble in fear" at the sight of them! In addition, certain special 
privileges of today's cadres remind the poet of "Bald-head Lin scrambling 
for power," "Jiang Qing bringing disaster to the nation and misery to the 
people," and the reason"why Gao Qiu's [7559 0184] son could get into to- 
day's sedan."" The insinuations in such alarming analogies and associa- 
tions are obvious. In case the readers should miss the point, the poet 
finally points out that such specially privileged bureaucrats are not a 
minority, but, with "twisted roots and gnarled branches" and "crisscross- 
ing vertically and horizontally," they closely attach themselves to the 
people's "intestinal walls" like “suction discs," ruthlessly sucking the 
people's blood and turning into an incurable disease. Rather than critiz- 
ing bureaucracy, it is obviously a wholesale negation of the party and 
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the cadre ranks! Instead of a truthful reflection of social life, it can 
only be called the revelation and diagram of the poet's incorrect political 
viewpoint. 


Perhaps the poet feels that the poem is not a vilification and negation of 
our party's cadre ranks, but a criticism of bureaucracy and special privi- 
leges. The problem is his failure to clarify the dividing line. On the 
basis of his own extreme feelings and erroneous viewpoints, he takes the 
part as the whole, exaggerates without bound the remnant bureaucratic spe- 
cial privileges among the cadre ranks, and considers the situation the 
main current of the party, thereby painting our party's cadre ranks as 
exuviated rulers and a new privileged bureaucratic stratum and regarding 
the fight against bureaucracy the main domestic contradiction today. 
Therefore, the spearhead of the poem is inevitably pointed in the wrong 
direction, and the objective result created by it inevitably harmful. 
Naturally, we should expose and criticize bureaucracy and special privi- 
leges, and even ridicule them, but we should make concrete analyses. 
First, we must realize that our party has always been clearly aware of 

the issues, and is determined to lead the masses to do everything possible 
and adopt positive means for their basic solution. Next, we must also 
realize that the nature of the current bureaucracy and special privileges 
are basically internal contradictions among the people. Though constitut- 
ing a sort of harmful ideological style, they remain issues in the ideolo- 
gical realm and the mental world. We absolutely must not regard them as 
class opposition. Comrade Hu Yaobang already pointed out in his talk at 
the National Drama Forum last year: "We absolutely cannot say that our 
government organs are all bureaucratic structures; we absolutely cannot 
put an equal sign between our entire cadre ranks and special privileges 
and bureaucracy." Written after Comrade Hu Yaobang's talk, the poem 
"Recollecting" violates completely the spirit of the talk. Literary 

works will always produce an influence on people's thinking. For a poet, 
a writer, to help in overcoming and eliminating the various abuses in 
society, he should analyze the nature of the contradictions and abuses 
and, starting from protecting the interest of the party, make persuasive 
criticisms. He should never attack one point and ignore the rest, thereby 
negating all and even regarding certain vestiges left by the old society 
and the defects found in certain links as incurable chronic ailments in 
the party organism and fatal weaknesses in the socialist system. As 
everyone knows, even though our party made mistakes and suffered wounds, 
it is, in recent years, in the process of rectifying and healing them. 
After the party's Third Plenary Session, particularly, our party and 
socialism have regained their vitality. "Spring has returned, returning 
to this great land." Each and every person wishing to follow the party 
and build the four modernizations must not overlook this fact: Regardless 
of how many flaws and how many mistakes, our party is always great and 
cherishable; it seeks, with loyalty and devotion, the interest of the 
people. As Lenin said, our party, “behind 100 mistakes, has 10,000 great 
and courageous acts." We should establish our confidence with these 
words. 
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Comrade Qu Youyuan is a young poet in our province with a certain in- 
fluence and a certain "talent." However, anyone's "talent" will only 
develop fully under the guidance of a correct world outlook. Literary 
works are the products of social life reflected in the mind of the writer. 
Not only reproducing life, but the works must assess and influence life. 
Therefore, creative work cannot depart from the guidance of the world 
outlook. Not that Comrade Qu Youyuan is ignorant of this point, but in 
creative practice, he has slackened the reform of his world outlook and 
neglected his study of Marxism-Leninism and the party's principles and 
policies. Feeling that he is standing at the command point of history 

and society, seeing Jar and deep, he has actually deserted the party's 
principles, resulting in confusing the demarcations of some major issues 
in the two poems, viz., the basic demarcation between the privileged 
bureaucratic class of the capitalist society and the remnant bureaucracy 
and special privilege phenomenon among our socialist cadre ranks; the 
basic demarcation between the destruction of democracy during the "10-year 
civil strife" and the imperfections of our democratic life and the defects 
in our work appearing in the course of vigorously restoring the democratic 
system. It again illustrates the point that the reform of the world out- 
look is a basic issue. In addition, as Comrade Qu Youyuan has long left 
the fiery life of the mass struggle and fails to recognize the continuous- 
ly growing light and heat found in the torrent of life, he is often over- 
whelmed by the dark and tormenting phenomena. In other words, his field 


of vision is dominated by the ugly phenomena, thereby breeding a feeling 
of doubt in the socialist system and resentment for the party. The two 
poems are the proof. What a poet expresses should be the dominant sound 
of the times; he must not confine his mind in the enclosure erected by 
himself. While naturally the dark side of society should be exposed and 
criticized, he must, as stated by Gorki, take a high "observation point" 
and temper himself to gain’ "the capacity to observe the old era from the 
peak of the great goal of the future." Nevertheless, a poet must not 
only consider himself a "critic of life," but what is even more important 
is that he must undertake the mission of a "builder of the new life" and, 
with a sober mind and a keen eye, point out, beyond the life phenomena 
which attract people's attention, the profound social changes rocking the 
foundation of the old life. The lesson to be learned here is that, if a 
poet, as an “engineer of man's soul," relies only on resentment to create 
and fails to take the party's standpoint and observe reality with the 
historical materialist and dialectic materialist viewpoints, he will in- 
evitably be blinded by the life phenomena and become a "captive of obser- 
vation." As a result, it will be difficult for him to distinguish right 
and wrong, love and hate, thereby leading to mistakes in artistic des- 
cription. 


[f we interpret the poems against the background of the entire current 
society, their emergence is not an incidental and isolated instance. 
Besides the poet's subjective reasons, they are also influenced by the 
erroneous trend of society. We are in the midst of a great turning point 
of history. Due to the sequelae of the "10-year civil strife" and the 
corrosion of the foreign bourgeois ideology, all kinds and types of ideas 
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and views, including bourgeois liberalism and works attempting to cast 
off the party's leadership and break away from the socialist path, have 
also emerged with the times. Among them, the demand for democracy and 

the opposition to bureaucracy have become issues receiving the serious 
attention of many people. Some people, contrary to the will of the party 
and the people, persistently admire the bourgeois democracy and set the 
socialist democracy against the party's leadership; they advocate the 
opposition between the masses and the bureaucratic class as the main 
domestic contradiction, and replace the "capitalist roader" label attached 
to the broad leading party cadres by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" with 
the "bureaucratic class" label. What a gigantic calamity will be created 
if the party is regarded in this light! These two issues are the mani- 
festations of the bourgeois liberal trend in politics. Yet Comrade Qu 
Youyuan expresses his erroneous viewpoints on these very issues and in- 
fluences the readers with his wrong viewpoints and sentiments. Just where 
is his sense of social responsibility? Regardless of whether he recog- 
nizes the gravity of the problem, the two poems are actually the products 
of the trend, and objectively they produce the effect of adding fuel to 
the fire. Should he not be shocked awake? 


Hence, we must not only regard the two poems as an issue of the mistakes 
of individual works, but a substance of criticizing the current erroneous 
trend and rectifying the slack and weak state of the literary and artistic 
front. We hope that Comrade Qu Youyuan will, based on this understanding, 
also conscientiously launch criticisms and self-criticisms alongside 
everyone else, truly change his standpoint, unearth the root of his errors 
in world outlook, assimilate the lessons, thoroughly break away from the 
bourgeois liberal trend, develop his own creative work along the correct 
path, and create more and better spiritual food for the party and the 
people.
